Students  may  propose  initial 
legislation  or  bring  any  act 
passed  by  Legislative  Council  to 
studentbody  vote  by  presenting 
a petition  signed  by  10  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody,  which  at 
present  would  be  710  students. 

In  the  case  of  a referendum, 
the  petition  must  be  presented  to 
the  studentbody  president  within 
two  weeks  after  the  Legislative 
Council’s  action  has  been  pub- 
lished in  the  Universe.  Any  ini- 
tiative or  referendum  measure, 
with  the  exception  of  constitu- 
tional amendments,  would  be 
passed  by  a simple  majority  of

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Vote  ‘Yes’  for  Proposed  Amendments 


Six  amendments  to  the  studentbody  constitution 
will  be  brought  to  vote  this  week  in  what  is  suppos- 
ed to  be  the  last  vote  of  this  type  conducted  in 
religion  classes.  Elections  committee  gained  permis- 
sion from  a harassed  Religion  Department  to  con- 
duct this  election  because  the  only  opposition  they 
are  afraid  of  is  the  “uncast  ballot”  party,  which 
engulfs  about  half  the  studentbody. 

Fate  of  one  of  these  changes,  a bill  to  renovate 
the  amendment  system,  will  indicate  whether  the 
quired  by  a changing  studentbody  or  will  remain  as 
constitution  will  be  revised  in  future  years  as  re- 
it  is,  barring  a political  revolution. 

If  4,734  students,  two-thirds  of  the  studentbody, 
mark  “yes”  for  the  amendments  they  will  be 
adopted.  Then,  future  amendments  would  require 
only  2,661  affirmative  from  a studentbody  of  the 
present  size. 

Elections  committee  were  certain  two-thirds  of 
get  to  the  polls  this  time.  That  fact  was  illustrated 
the  students  would  not  have  exerted  the  energy  to 
last  year  when  the  non-voters  defeated  three  pro- 
posed amendments,  two  of  which  have  been  re- 
proposed. Even  in  general  studentbody  elections 
and  in  votes  for  queens  barely  half  the  studentbody 
vote.  A two-thirds  of  the  studentbody  majority 
therefore  is  unrealistic. 


studentbody,  making  it  possible  for  the  little  men 
on  campus  to  propose  legislation  or  to  challenge 
council  decisions  by  organizing  support.  Petitions 
signed  by  10  per  cent  of  the  studentbody,  710  stu- 
dents at  present,  would  bring  any  measure  to  a 
studentbody  vote.  Even  constitutional  amendments 
could  then  be  proposed  by  students  themselves. 

Legislative  Council  was  quite  right  in  feeling 
that  there  are  occasionally  undercurrents  of  initi- 
ative or  dissatisfaction  in  the  studentbody,  and  they 
were  equally  right  in  deciding  that  organized  pro- 
vision for  organizing  these  undercurrents  could 
make  them  useful  rather  than  harmful  to  the  gov- 
ernment. If  the  bill  passes,  anyone  with  a gripe 
worth  the  effort  of  contacting  709  allies  can  do 
more  than  gripe,  he  can  bring  it  to  the  attention 
of  the  studentbody. 


Under  the  new  system,  amending  the  constitu- 
tion wouldn’t  be  a picnic,  but  at  least  it  would  be 
possible.  The  fact  that  Legislative  Council  found  six 
amendments  necessary  this  year  indicates  that  a 
“possible”  amendment  system  will  be  necessary  in 
the  future,  when  a growing  studentbody  neces- 
sitates a growing  government. 

Aside  from  this  now-or-never  constitutional 
change,  the  other  amendments  are  all  equally 
thought-provoking — and  Legislative  Council  has 
thought  them  through,  hashed  them  over,  consider- 
ed all  angles,  tussled,  argued,  amended  some  of 
the  amendments,  and  is  now  presenting  them  in  a 
final  form  they  feel  will  improve  studentbody 
government. 

A long-needed  addition  to  the  constitution  is  a 
bill  that  would  give  initial  legislative  power  to  the 


Another  amendment  was  proposed  to  allow  stu- 
dents who  have  not  attended  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity the  full  year  they  wish  to  run  for  office 
to  qualify  anyway,  provided  they  have  attended 
three  quarters  any  time  previous.  This  measure 
would  remove  a stipulation  the  majority  of  Legis- 
lative Council  felt  was  undemocratic,  that  of  re- 
fusing qualification  to  otherwise  capable  candi- 
dates who  had  returned  from  missions  or  service 
stays  at  an  inconvenient  quarter. 

Another  amendment,  providing  for  spring  elec- 
tions of  Legislative  Council  representatives,  is  an 
improvement  over  the  anti-climatic,  sometimes  hap- 
hazard fall  choosing. 

The  last  two  amendments  more  or  less  legalize 
processes  that  have  been  going  on  for  years  any- 
way and  will  continue  as  they  are.  Honor  Council 
has  been  subject  to  Legislative  Council  since  it  was 
organized,  but  so  far  has  not  been  formally 
recognized  in  the  constitution.  Another  amendment 
gives  the  publication  committee  final  power  to 
select  editors  and  business  managers  of  student- 
body  publications,  as  they  have  been  doing. 

The  six  amendments  are  improvements  to  the 
If  their  sponsors  can  enlist  support  of  the  “non- 
constitution, some  of  them  immediately  necessary, 
cast  ballot”  party  they  should  have  no  opposition 
to  worry  about.

Though  your  freshman  compos- 
ition textbook  may  be  loaded  with 
rhetorical  rules  and  composition- 
al canons,  there  are  probably  a 
few  devices  that  no  textbook 
author  .has  yet  included  as  an  aid 
to  the  perplexed  pupil. 


with  “prevarication?”  Why  use 
■ your  powers  of  reason  for  a 
measley  inch  of  type  when  your 
powers  of  ratiocination  can 
stretch  on  and  on  across  the 
page? 

A few  references  to  “concom- 
itant activities”  or  “superfluous 
meanings”  can  be  judiciously  in- 
serted into  almost  any  theme  to 
add  to  the  syllable  stretching. 

Yet  another  device  that 
can  be  developed  to  a high 
point  of  thematic  efficiency 
is  multiplying  ibids. 


And  so,  here  forthwith  a 
few  previously  unpublished 
suggestions. 

If  your  teacher  requests  a five 
page  paper,  it  is  obvious  that  as 
you  increase  the  margin  on  the 
page,  the  required  printed  mater- 
ial becomes  considerably  less. 
However,  this  widening  of  mar- 
gins can  be  carried  too  far.  When 
the  paper  begins  to  look  like  a 
spelling  list,  you  know  it  is  time 
to  quit. 

Another  device  to  keep  in 
mind  is  syllable  stretching. 

The  idea  here  is  never  to  use 
a one  syllable  word  when  you 
can  find  a four  or  five  syllable 
word  to  substitute.  Why  use  a 
little  word  like  “lie”  which  takes 
up  a half  an  inch  when  you

It  is  amazing  the  power  a few 
ibids  have  especially  when  care- 
fully mixed  with  a choice  selec- 
tion of  op.  cit.’s  and  loc.  cit.’s.  The 
acme  of  multiplying  ibids  comes 
when  a pupil  can  select  a single 
magazine  article  and  by  inserting 
a casual  commentary  now  and 
then  and  sticking  raised  numerals 
throughout  the  article  present  a 
finished  and  polished  theme.  Of 
course,  this  is  also  a good  way  for 
the  pupil  to  find  .himself  finished 
•and  polished  off,  too. 

These  are  just  a few  gimmicks 
that  may  be  useful  to  the  student 
in  a rush  to  get  his  term  paper 
in  with  no  sweat.

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendments 


Students  will  vote  Wednesday  and  Thursday  on  six  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University.  Proposed  amendments  follow  below. 


1.  Referendum. 


These  provisions  are  made  for  referendum.  1.  The  petition  must 
be  signed  and  handed  to  the  studentbody  president  within  two  weeks 
after  the  motion  has  been  published  in  the  Brigham  Young  Universe. 
2.  A petition  stating  the  motion  which  they  wish  referred  must  be 
signed  by  10  per  cent  of  the  studentbody.  3.  A simple  majority,  with 
a minimum  of  30  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  voting  will  pass  all 
motions  excluding  constitutional  amendments.  ^ 


These  provisions  are  made  for  initiative.  1.  The  desired  motion 
must  be  signed  by  10  per  cent  of  the  studentbody.  2.  A simple  major- 
ity, with  a minimum  of  30  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  voting,  will 
pass  all  motions  excluding  constitutional  amendments. 


Naturally,  some  of  the 
more  obvious  fouls  such  as 
slugging,  stamping  on  fallen 
opponents,  and  jump-ball 
jiu-jitsu  are  ignored  by  Sky- 
line referees.  Calling  fouls  of 
this  sort  requires  little  skill, 
and  is  considered  amateurish.

Article  IV.  Other  Officers. 
Section  1.  Publications. 


A.  The  editor  and  business  manager  of  the  student  newspaper, 
and  the  editor  and  business  manager  of  the  student  yearbook  and  the 
editor  of  the  student  magazine  will  be  chosen  by  the  Committee  on 
Student  Publications.  This  committee  will  consist  of  six  faculty  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  University  Administration,  the  three  incumbent 
editors  and  two  business  managers  of  the  three  publications  listed 
above,  and  the  studentbody  president.  The  new  editors  and  business 
managers  will  take  the  oath  of  office  with  the  studentbody  officers. 


Article  VI.  Amendments,  and  Statutes 
Section  I.  Amendments. 


A.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a three-fourths  majority 
of  those  who  vote,  providing  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  students  who 
are  duly  registered  and  taking  10  hours  or  more  of  academic  work, 
participate  in  the  voting.  Amendments  may  be  initiated  by  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Legislative  Council  or  by  .petitions  signed 
by  five  per  cent  of  the  registered'  students  who  are  qualified  to  vote. 


Weekly,  these  stalwart  of- 
ficials display  their  skill  in 
a gallant,  but  obviously  los- 
ing fight  to  prove  that  ten 
thousand  spectators  can  be 
wrong.

(No  pay- 
ment could  be  commensurate  to 
the  abuse  they  suffer.)  They  are 
booed,  blamed,  and  bantered,  and 
receive  only  a pittance  of  praise. 

Why,  then,  do  these  adjudica- 
tors of  the  Cage  Code  enter  this 
profession?  There  can  be  but 
one  conclusion:  they  solemnly 
believe  that  a standardized  na- 
tional system  of  officiating  is 
needed,  and  that  by  officiating  as 
they  do,  its  advent  will  be  has- 
tened. 


Article  III. 
Section  III. 


B.  The  two  additional  'representatives  from  each  class  and  the 
graduate  representative  shall  be  elected  by  their  respective  classes 
at  the  same  time  as  the  ASBYU  class  officers,  with  the  exception 
of  the  freshman  class,  who  shall  choose  temporary  officers  and  repre- 
sentatives at  the  time  of  orientation  to  serve  until  the  time  of  the 
regular  freshman  elections,  which  shall  be  held  by  the  end  of 
November. 


Section  III.  Election  of  Officers. 
Qualifications. 


A candidate  for  President,  First  Vice  President,  Second  Vice 
president,  Secretary-Historian  and  Business  Manager,  must  have  al 
least  one  hundred  and  ten  hours  of  college  credit  by  the  end  of  Win- 
ter Quarter  prior  to  their  nomination  and  must  have  been  registered  ■ 
at  Brigham  Young  University  during  the  fall  and  winter  quarters 
preceding  his  election  or  have  attended  the  University  for  three 
quarters  prior  to  his  running.  Candidates  for  studentbody  office 
must  show  for  their  entire  academic  work  a 1.5  average  as  deter 
mined  by  the  University  Registrar  with  no  more  than  five  hours  oi 
“D”  grade  in  the  last  quarter. 


Honor  Council 


An  Honor  Council  shall  be  selected  by  a committee  consisting  o: 
five  Legislative  Council  members,  including  the  Honor  Counci 
Chairman,  and  appointed  by  the  Legislative  Council,  by  the  thirt 
week  after  studentbody  elections  for  the  next  school  year.  The  com 
position,  duties,  procedure,  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Honor  Counci 
shall  be  prescribed  in  the  Honor  Code  and  Procedure.

Realities 


For  New  Student  from  Russia

Peter  Lysenko,  a freshman 
who  currently  resides  in  Provo, 
lias  lived  a hectic  life. 

He  has  experienced  air  raids 
in  which  bombs  fell  less  than  40 
yards  away,  sneaked  past  border 
guards  under  a stack  of  suit- 
cases loaded  on  a jeep,  and  lived 
for  years  in  fear  of  deportation 
to  a life  behind  the  “Iron  Cur- 
tain.” 

Peter  was  born  19  years  ago 
in  Islam-Terek,  a small  farming 
village  in  the  Crimean  section 
of  Russia.  His  father  worked  as 
a government  farm  inspector. 
His  mother’s  grandparents  were 
Germans  who  had  colonized  in 
Russia  during  the  reign  of  Cath- 
erine n. 

Peter’s  family  moved  to  a 
small  industrial  town  near  Sta- 
lino  when  he  was  four  years  old. 
The  Lysenko  family  was  living 
there  when  the  German  blitz- 
kriek  smashed  to  the  Volga 
River.  Because  of  the  Lysenko 
family’s  German  ties  and  their 
unwillingness  to  remain  in  Rus- 
ria,  they  were  allowed  to  live  in 
Poland. 

When  the  course  of  battle 
changed  and  the  Russians  began 
their  westward  push,  the  Lysen- 
kos again  moved — this  time  to 
Kapfenburg,  an  industrial  city 
in  Austria. 

On  May  8,  1945,  the  day  that 
Germany  surrendered,  the  Rus- 
sians were  close'  again.  This 
time  the  Lysenko  family  fled 
through  the  American  lines  to 
Bad  Aibling,  Germany.  In  the 
years  that  followed,  many  Rus- 
sian families  that  lived  nearby 
were  repatriated,  but  somehow 
the  Lysenkos  were  overlooked. 

It  was  in  Bad  Aibling  that 
Peter  was  introduced  to  “Mor- 
monism.”  He,  his  mother,  and 
an  aunt  were  baptized  in  Munich 
on  Sept.  7,  1948. 

Soon  afterward  Peter’s  family 
moved  to  northern  Belgium, 
where  Peter’s  father  was  em- 


ployed as  a coal  miner. 

Peter’s  aunt,  who  had  immi- 
grated to  the  United  States  in 
1951,  found  a sponsor,  President

Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  for  the 
Lysenkos,  thus  clearing  the  way 
for  their  immigration  to  this 
country.  They  arrived  in  the 
United  States  in  December,  1953, 
after  four  years  of  fearing  re- 
patriation to  the  USSR. 

Peter  speaks  four  languages — 
Russian,  Dutch,  German,  and 
English.  He  plans  to  major  in 
chemistry,  and  hopes  to  teach 
Russian.  He  also  hopes  to  be 
sent  on  a mission  to  one  of  the 
countries  in  which  he  has  lived. 

“I  enjoy  living  in  an  LDS  com- 
munity, and  am  grateful  for  the 
chance  to  get  a college  educa- 
tion, which  would  probably  be 
denied  me  in  all  of  the  other 
countries  which  I have  lived  in. 
I also  enjoy  thinking  and  speak- 
ing freely,”  said  Peter  Lysenko, 
future  American.

A jet  engine  is  now  the  proper- 
ty of  Brigham  Young  University 
for  ROTC,  engineering,  and  other 
students  in  related  subjects  to 
study,  Lt.  Col.  Jesse  Stay,  pro- 
fessor of  Air  Science  and  Tac- 
tics, has  announced. 

For  the  time  being  the  jet 
engine  is  located  at  the  Utah  Vo- 


cational School,  1400  N.  Universi- 
ty Ave.,  where  it  is  being  studied  F 
by  vocational  students,  Lt.  Col. 
Stay  said.  He  added  that  a place 
will  be  selected  on  BYU  campus 
for  the  jet  engine  to  be  placed 
and  will  be  accessible  for  other 
departments  to  study.

Purpose  of  the  jet  engine,  Lt. 
Col.  Stay  stated,  is  to  show  ca- 
dets the  operation,  mechanics, 
and  design  of  jet  engines.

Leland  K.  Baxter,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  mechanical  engineering, 
plans  to  demonstrate  various  me- 
chanical operations  of  the  jet  en- 
gine to  mechanical  engineering 
students. 


Built  by  Westinghouse,  the  jet 
engine  is  the  J 34  called  the  “Tur- 
bojet.” It  is  used  in  navy  planes 
such  as  the  “Sea  Dart,”  which 
can  travel  700  mph,  and  the 
“Banshee”  that  can  fly  better 
than  600  mph,  with  a range  of 
2,000  miles,  Lt.  Col.  Stay  ex- 
plained. He  added  that  J 34  has 
a 3400  lbs.  thrust,  equivalent  to 
3400  h.p.  at  certain  altitudes.

those  who  vote  providing  at  least 
30  per  cent  of  the  studentbody 
vote. 

Second  amendment  would 
provide  for  amending  the 
constitution  by  a three- 
eighths  majority  of  the  stu- 
dentbody  rather  than  the 
two-thirds  needed  at  present. 
The  measure  states  that 
amendments  will  be  passed  by 
affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  those  who  vote,  providing  at 
least  .50  per  cent  vote. 

Third  amendment  gives 
the  publications  committee 
final  authority  in  all  cases 
to  select  the  editors  and 
business  managers  of  stu- 
dentbody  publications. 

At  present  these  may  be  posi- 
tions brought  to  studentbody 
vote  when  the  committee  feels 
there  are  two  applicants  equally 
worthy.  However,  the  committee 
has  made  final  selection  for  sev 
eral  years.  This  amendmenl 
would  also  require  editors  and 
business  managers  to  take  the 
studentbody  oath  of  office. 

Fourth  amendment  pro- 
vides for  the  election  of  class 
Legislative  Council  represen- 
tatives in  the  spring  rather 
than  in  the  fall,  as  at  pres- 
ent. 

Graduate  students  would  elect 
their  representative  at  this  time 
also.  Freshmen  representatives 
would  still  be  chosen  in  the  fall. 

Fifth  amendment  eases  re- 
quirements for  studentbody 
office  candidates. 

It  would  allow  students  to  run 
who  have  attended  Brigham 
Young  University  three  quarters 
at  any  time  instead  of  only  those 
who  have  attended  fall  and  win- 
ter quarters  prior  to  the  spring 
elections,  as  required  at  present. 

Final  amendment  would 
add  provision  for  the  Honor 
Council  to  the  constitution. 

It  states  that  a committee  of 
five  legislators,  including  the 
Honor  Council  chairman,  must 
appoint  the  next  year’s  Honor 
Council  by  the  third  week  after 
studentbody  elections. 


Outlook  Brightens  for  154  'Old  Maids' 


Mistakes  in  recently  released 
calculations  of  married  and  single 
students  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity appeared  to  sentence  154 
too  many  women  to  spinsterhood, 
so  far  as  equal  division  of  eligi- 
ble males  go. 

There  are  actually  only  two 
more  unmarried  women  than 


men  at  BYU.  Only  28  per  cent  ot 
the  men  are  married,  as  com- 
pared to  the  previously  reported 
one-third,  according  to  corrected 
figures  released  this  week  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Of  the  4,019  men  in  school,  all 
but  2,894  are  married-.  Women 
total  3,082,  with  2,896  still  single.

Cougars  Win,  94-65 
Over  Hapless  A & M

Pushing  to  a record  94-point 
outpoint,  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Cougars  romped  over 
a slightly  travel-weary  Colorado 
A&M  Ram  quintet,  Friday  night 
at  the  George  Albert  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  before  6,136  adher- 
ents. 

With  reserves  taking  over  with 
six  minutes  to  play  and  a 73-53 
lead,  the  bench  riders,  led  by 
sophomore  forward  Lynn  Rowe, 
proceeded  to  pour  through  21 
more  points  for  the  night’s  total. 

Early  Lead 

A&M  jumped  to  an  early  4-0 
lead  before  the  Cougars  caught 
fire  with  nearly  four  minutes 
gone  with  Herschel  Pedersen 
swishing  two  foul  tosses  and  a 
tip-in  to  pull  the  Cats  up  before 
forward  Hal  Kinard  connected 
on  one  of  his  famous  jump  shots 
to  put  the  Colags  ahead  6-4. 

A rash  of  points  by  Tebbs, 
Pedersen  and  Lewis  put  the 
Cougars  in  front  for  keeps 
as  Caylor,  Gregory,  and  Kin- 
ard kept  the  Aggies’  hopes 
alive.  With  John  Benson  and 
Pedersen  dominating  the 
backboards  and  Ed  Pinegar, 
Terry  Tebbs,  and  Van  Bur- 
gess playing  heads-up  floor 
ball,  the  Cougars  moved  to 
a commanding  42-28  lead  at 
half-time. 

Pinegar  and  Pedersen  started 
off  the  half  with  a bang  as  they 
hit  consecutively  for  four  count- 
ers before  A&M’s  hook  shot  wiz- 
ard Hibbard  hit  with  one  of  his 
30-foot  specials.  “Bones”  and 
Tebbs  traded  shots  with  Bryant 
and  Kirmard  before  Hibbard  hit 
another  crowd-inspiring  hook. 
Ron  Caylor  tried  gamely 
to  keep  the  Aggie  club  in  the 
ball  game,  but  the  Cougars’ 
big  guns  proved  to  be  too 
much  of  a handicap  with  the 
tips  and  rebounding  of  Ben- 
son, the  ball  handling  and 
jumpshooting  of  Tebbs  and 
the  fine  backboard  work  of 
the  ever-present  Pedersen. 


With  six  minutes  left  in  the 
game,  Coach  Watts  pulled  his 
regulars.  His  sophomores  seemed 
as  effective  as  the  first  five  as 
they  kept  the  Rams  at  bay  and 
proceeded  to  pour  in  21  more 
points.  Rowe,  6’4”,  led  the  attack, 
scoring  14  counters  in  the  last 
five  minutes  on  a variation  of 
shots  from  drive-ins  to  pivots 
and  sets. 

Coach  Jim  Williams  of  Colo- 
rado A&M,  put  his  younger 
players  into  the  game  after  see- 
ing that  the  cause  was  hopeless 
and  thereby  both  teams  played 
what  will  be  possibly  their  var- 
sities in  coming  years. 

Pedersen  Hot 

Leading  the  Cougar  attack  for 
35  minutes,  Big  “Soup  Bones” 
Pedersen  cashed  in  on  29  points 
to  lead  all  scorers  for  the  night. 
Terry  Tebbs  garnered  20  for  his 
night’s  work  on  his  outside  jump 
shots  and  across-the-key  hooks. 
John  Benson  and  Lynn  Rowe 
also  scored  in  the  double  fig- 
ures, each  gathering  14. 

Benson’s  timely  tips  and 
drive-ins  gave  him  his  points, 
while  Rowe  got  hot  in  the 
last  five  minutes  and  potted 
12  out  of  his  total.  Burgess, 
Pinegar,  Lewis  and  Hirschi 
rounded  out  the  Cougar  scor- 
ing with  7,  6,  2 and  2,  re- 
spectively. 

Gary  Hibbard  led  the  A&M 
crew  with  his  hooks  and  tip-ins, 
gathering  16  counters.  Jack  Bry- 
ant was  close  behind  with  14, 
Caylor  9,  Kinnard  8,  and  Allred 
6 to  close  the  Ag  scorebook.

To  fans  of  Saturday  night's  game  with  Wyoming,  there  can 
1 be  no  doubt  as  to  the  superiority  of  the  brains  behind  the  Cou- 
i gar  machine. 

Time  after  time  as  the  Cats  came  on  to  the  floor  after  a time-out 
eiey  would  go  into  a series  of  plays  which  left  the  Cowboys  standing 
1 their  stocking  feet.  These  plays  didn’t  come  about  through  chance, 
fhey  had  been  initiated,  and  perfected  by  long  hours  on  the  court. 
w>ng  hours  of  drill  and  practice  went  into  the  making  of  the  field 
oals  which  looked  so  natural  and  unrehearsed. 

The  secret  of  a scoring  combination  is  the  team’s  ability  to  keep 
he  play  from  being  detected  until  it  is  too  late  to  stop  it.  Having 
he  plays  is  just  a small  part  of  the  process  that  goes  into  putting 
he  ball  through  the  hoop. 

A coach  and  a team  must  know,  or  quickly  find  out,  which

A coach  constantly  has  to  watch  his  team  working  a play  to 
aerfection  only  to  have  it  nullified'  by  a toot  of  a whistle.  It  isn’t 
my  wonder  that  coaches  develop  everything  from  ulcers  to  bunions, 
klso,  it  isn’t  any  wonder  that  some  coaches  pace  the  floor  and  make 
uncomplimentary  remarks  concerning  a referee’s  origin  and'  up- 
bringing. 

The  quiet  determination  and  apparent  calmness  with  which 
Coach  Watts  accepts  these  frustrations,  is  unusual  if  not 
unique  among  men  who  are  coaches  by  trade. 

One  of  the  finest  plays  in  the  Cougars’  bag  of  tricks  was  one 
which  didn’t  click  against  the  towering  Cowpokes.  The  play  features 
i shot  by  Burgess  from  mid-court  which  Pedersen  jumps  and  tips 
hi.  Both  players  must  have  their  movements  coordinated'  to  the 
split  second.

Coach  Stan  Watts’  cagers 
thereby  vaulted  into  second  place 
in  the  Skyline  Conference,  dis- 
placing the  Cowboys  who  slipped 
into  third.  The  Cats  can  clinch 
the  runnerup  slot  outright  by 
whipping  Denver  and  New  Mex- 
ico this  weekend. 

Little  Terry  Tebbs  and 
Wyoming’s  5-9  Joe  Capua 
staged  one  of  the  finest  “lit- 
tle men”  duels  witnessed  in 
these  parts  for  some  time. 
Tebbs  dunked  eight  field 
goals,  mostly  on  outside 
jump  shots,  and  six  free 
throws  for  a 22  point  total, 
while  Capua  kept  Wyoming 
in  the  game  with  24  mark- 
ers; 22  of  these  being  the 
result  of  long  sets  from  20 
feet  out. 

Wyoming  sported  a tall  quin- 
tet that  had  four  players  over 
the  6-6  mark,  but  the  Brighams, 
led  by  Tebbs  and  Big  Herschel 
(Bones)  Pedersen,  managed  to 
hold  their  own  against  the  Wad- 
dies’  overwhelming  height. 

Pedersen,  in  particular,  was 
brilliant  off  the  boards  scoring 
18  points  before  fouling  out  with 
10  seconds  left  in  the  game.  The

ovation  for  his  tremendous  re- 
bounding labors  when  he  left 
the  contest. 

Iron  Squad 

The  Cougars  played  the  game 
with  virtually  a five-man  club 
until  Lloyd  Rasmussen  replaced 


Pedersen  near  the  conclusion  of 
hostilities. 

John  Benson  tallied  14  for 
the  Cats  in  addition  to  play- 
ing a remarkable  backboard 
game,  along  with  Ed  Pine- 
gar,  who  tallied  eight.  Van 
Burgess  rang  up  13  points 
and  displayed  some  beauti- 
ful passing  and  defensive 
play  in  a winning  effort. 
Gordon  Holden  scored  13 
markers  as  he  and  Capua  were 
the  only  Poke  performers  to 
attain  double  figures. 

Slow  Start 

Ev  Shelton’s  crew  controlled 
the  rebounds  during  the  early 
stages  of  the  tilt,  rolling  up  a 
16-11  lead  before  BYU  found 
themselves. 

Pedersen  scored  on  a fol- 
low-up, Burgess  swished  in 
a 25-foot  set,  Benson  made  a 
one'-pointer,  Pedersen  canned 
two  fouls,  and  Tebbs  dunked 
in  a long  set  to  give  the 
Brighams  an  18-16  lead,  one 
they  never  relinquished  from 
that  point  on. 

Although  Wyoming  tied  the 
count  at  20-20,  the  Wattsmen 
racked  .up  a string  of  eight 
straight  points  and  eventually 
built  their  halftime  margin  to 
34-26  over  the  surprised  Cow- 
boys. 

Capua  Hits 

Puncher  Capua  hit  with  10 
points  early  in  the  second  half, 
bringing  his  club  to  within  six 
points  of  the  Cats,  44-38,  before 
Brigham  Young  pulled  away 
again. 

The  Waddies  got  hot  later  as 
Capua  and  Ed  Huse  sparked  a 
rally  that  cut  the  deficit  to  62-55 
with  four  minutes  remaining. 

Stealing  a page  from  Shel- 


ton’s  book,  BYU  went  into  a 
modified  stall,  shooting  only 
when  the  opportunity  pre- 
sented itself.  This  maneu- 
ver so  unnerved  Wyoming 
that  the  Pokes  fouled  the 
Cougars,  who  potted  a flurry 
of  free  pitches  as  the  game 
ended. 

The  Cats’  defense  was  superb 
with  the  winners  completely 
throttling  the  Wyoming  attack 
with  the  exception  of  Capua. 
Time  and  again,  BYU  stole  the 
ball  from  the  stunned  Laramie 
crew,  as  the  Cougars  won  the 
battle  for  second  place,  75-62.

Brigham  Young  University  Graduate

Dr.  H.  Grant  Vest,  Brigham 
Young  University  graduate,  for- 
mer Utahn,  has  been  appointed 
to  the  Committee  for  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Education 
by  President  Eisenhower,  it  was 
learned  here  recently. 

Dr.  Vest,  Denver,  Colorado 
State  Commissioner  of  Education, 
was  one  of  32  persons  appointed 
to  the  Committee  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  conduct  a national  con- 
ference on  the  nation’s  educa- 


tional problems. 

White  House  Conference  on 
Education  is  part  of  a national 
plan  to  enlist  citizen  action  to 
improve  education.  The  83rd  Con- 
gress authorized  the  program  in 
response  to  Eisenhower’s  recom- 
mendation in  his  State-of-the-Un- 
io.n  Message,  Jan.  7.  Congress 
appropriated  $900,000  for  the  pur- 
pose, with  $700,000  allotted  to 
help  States  finance  their  confer- 
ences. 


Dr.  Max  M.  Nicholes,  animal 
husbandry  instructor,  may  now 
be  called  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity’s “Flying  Veterinarian.” 

Dr.  Nicholes,  through  the  spon- 
sorship of  Millard  County  High 
School  principal,  LaMont  Ben- 
nett, and  the  Extension  Division, 
is  teaching  a course  in  practical 
veterinary  practices  in  Millard 
County. 

He  will  fly  himself  to  Fillmore 
each  Friday  afternoon  for  six 
weeks. 

Because  there  is  no  veterinary 
hospital  within  100  miles,  the 
classes  will  be  held  in  a barn, 
where  actual  demonstrations  with 
farm  animals  will  be  possible, 
according  to  Dr.  Nicholes.  He 
plans  to  show  the  new  uses  of 
antibiotics  and  surgery,  including 
new  methods  for  painless  re- 
moval of  bulls’  horns.
